That's one of several 
USAGM services for Afghanistan, now scheduled 0030-0230, 100 kW, 80 
degrees from Lampertheim, GERMANY alternating semihours in Pst and 
Prs, 1.e. Pashto and currently Dari = Persian. This is on page 505 of 
WRTH 2022 under USA, also on superpower MW 1296 in Kabul. Strangely, 
the Taliban did not eliminate or repurpose 1296 immediately upon 
takeover in August, but recently news that VOA and BBC have been 
banned. So what's on 1296 now, if anything? That leaves SW like this, 
and maybe 972 from Tajikistan (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx ALASKA. 6780-6825 approx., March 26 at 0709, huge wideband buzz at 
$9+10, the sound/pitch of it constantly varying. Must be HAARP testing 
per new publicized schedule centered on 6.8 MHz. Still going past 0721 
when I quit. Apparently not on website, but UAF had sent a physical 
letter to an amateur mailing list about this, even tho hams cannot QSO 
it, so why not to the one-way SWL community? As jpg it’s uncopiable 
into text, but appears in the WOR iog tnx to Don Moman, Sheldon 
Harvey, Ken Zichi. 


For this date, the subject to change schedule was 0707-0717 in an * ‘HF 
Ocean Scatter Window experiment**. These 10-minute windows are at a 
wide variety of times thru April 2, from as early as 0626 to as late 
as 0858, sometimes twice per night. Could also be transmitting during 
Launch Support Window at 0500-0700 24 March thru 2 April; and 
1230-1430 3-7 April. Only frequency given is 6.8 MHz, and QSL cards 
offered for reports to: HAARP, P O Box 271, Gakona AK 99586. 


For those unfamiliar, HAARP stands for High-frequency Active Auroral 
Research Program. It has been subject of wild conspiracy theories 
about its true purpose. More about HAARP in general:

Also I detect an AM carrier amid on 
6800 - is that part of HAARP? Nothing listed in Aoki. Others also 

heard it (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*k ALBANIA [non]. See USA: WRMI 7780 


*xx ALGERIA [non]. 9620, March 30 at 0623, melodic Qur’aning, S8-S9 
from TDA via Issoudun, FRANCE. Amuse yourself with this: 

http: //hfcc.org/data/schedbybrc.php?seas=A22&broadc=TDA 

which mixes in numerous imaginary broadcasts covering 24 hours from 
the still not completed own sites at Ourgla and Bechar, as in Arabic 
only; while the real ISS listings include French and Aao. 


That's *‘ao Algerian Saharan Arabic’* from huge language abbr. list 
revised in December 2021, part of the A-22 zippack at HFCC; most of 
them we have never heard of, let alone heard. There is no ao or aao in 
EiBi's less comprehensive yet extensive readme.txt language list 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk ANTARCTICA. 15475.98 RCUSB, Sat March 26 at 1438 tune-in, LRA36 is 
on the air, only S1-S3 into Brasilia #1 KiwiSDR, only a trace into 
Pardinho, and Campo is offline. 1442 ID, usual programming, historical 
talk segments, frequent IDs alternating with songs. 1450 weather 
conditions: Celsius high of 0 degrees; contact info; 1451 ID with 
15476, 96.7 frequencies. 1455 RNASG ID; 1505 ID, song; 1509 ID; 1510 
Antartida themesong as if closing? NO, 1513.7 starts over, ‘‘a partir 
de este momento’*, multilingual ID/greetings including English. But 
cuts off air at 1516.5*. Rather sloppy operation. We owe tnx to the 
proprietor of two Brasilia KiwiSDRs, both with T2FD antennas, 
Fernando Castellani, PT2FHC for audiblizing this beyond. 


BTW, I missed checking for LRA36 on March 23, as usually active also 
on Wednesdays but have seen no report of it then. Manuel Méndez was 
also hearing it earlier today; his full report to the WOR iog:

1441 nominal schedule of ‘‘miércoles 11 a 
13°°, = 14-16 UT; but already off by 1519 check (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


xx ARMENIA. 1395, March 27 before 1800, no signal into Izhevsk, but R. 
Svoboda relay in Russian on by 1800, S6/S9 vs hi noise level which had 
not been before at this Kiwi, while // 1386 Lithuania has a slightly 
better S/N ratio. I was concerned this might be gone since yesterday 
the next hour on SW 9370 had vanished: see RUSSIA [non]. 


Checking other W Russia remotes for 1395 just after 1800 March 27: 
Khimki is not connecting. Pskov gets a good S7/S8 signal with ACI from 
1386, SAH, and slight musical CCI but no jamming. On the same remote I 
hear that 1395 is running about 5 seconds behind 1386. Also heard via

15610, March 27 at 1453, non-English talk, and not WEWN 
which still does not start before 1900, if even then. HFCC A22 shows 
USAGM in Kur language this hour only. Quick bandscan of 19m finds lots 
of new/different signals (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx BRAZIL. 28465 USB, March 25 at 2158, PY2HT calling QRZ, speaking 
Portuguese to a W5, CQDX. QRZ.com: PY2HT Brazil flag Brazil, Carlos 
Alberto Brandino, av. prefeito newton reis, 2692, Jardinopolis, SP, 
14680000, Brazil. 


Not much on 10 m, but another T-E Brazilian is making it on 28440 USB, 
PY4HM with a KN6- station. QRZ.com: PY4HM Brazil flag Brazil, 

HUGO MOTA, Rua Heitor Modesto, 453 - Estagao - Sao Lourenco [sic, 
sloppy lack of accents], MG, 37470000, Brazil (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*k CANADA [and non]. 250 MCW kHz, March 29 at 0638 UT, dash and FO, 
1600-watt ND beacon at Flin FlOn, Manitoba, not heard in a long time, 
unlike regular 248 kHz, 1000-watt WG, Winnipeg. Also audible next up 
on 251, AM, Amarillo TX (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*k CANADA. 346 MCW kHz, March 25 at 0636 UT, dash and YXL, 500-watt ND 
beacon in Sioux Lookout, Ontario - nice to at least detect this one in 
noisy seasonal conditions (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk CHINA. 13530, 13130, 13020, March 25 at 1437, JBA signals to JBA 
carriers from CNR1 jammers on long-established SOH channels (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) See also TURKEY [and non] 


*xx CHINA. 13530, March 29 at 1424, Chinese, S6/S9 with flutter, QRMing 
CODAR, i.e. CNR1 jammer against Sound of Hope (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x*x CHINA. 9889.999, March 29 at 1955, open carrier, $9+30/35 into 
UTwente as I am tuning around for Cairo and Ankara, but 1958 music, 
2000 one pip and Chinese fully modulated. CRI Beijing site to Europe 
scheduled this hour only (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk CUBA. 4765, March 24 at 0134, JBA S5/S6 into Bonaire SDR, R. 
Progreso? Yet 5040, RHC at 0136 is S9+5/15 of dead air. Maybe 4765 was 
Tajikistan, Cuba off, as no 4765 signal at 0137 recheck. Something's 
always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

program modulation. 5040 still on in Spanish, S9+20/30: this seems to 
be the norm now, even after an 05-06 hour of English. Something's 
always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) See also USA: WBCQ 


**x CUBA [and non]. 6000, March 26 at 0622, RHC English is still on 
here: had been off by 0600, S9+20. also 6060 S9+10 with a LAH; 6100 
S$9+30; and 6165 S9+20 with CCI from Japan in Arabic via France. But 
that’s about to be canceled per A-22 HFCC as of March 25. No Cuba 
listing there of course from recalcitrant RHC, but we see these 
collisions: 03-04 Turkey English to ME; 0430-0451 Japan in Russian via 
Germany, not France and presumably defaulting to English on weekends

15140, March 27 at 1501, no signal from RHC, but still on 11760, 
opening weekly Sunday Esperanto with schedule cluelessly claiming 
still to be at 0800 UTC on 6100; ???? on 11760 only - they never 
realized 15140 had been // until now; and 2230 on 15730. Something's 
always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 11930 > 11860, March 28 at 0607, pulse jamming still running

Today March 27 African service was 
on exact measured 11879.996 kHz, noted as always on remote SDR 
remotedly in Eastern Brazil Kiwi installation, on path towards 
Southern Africa across the Atlantic. At 2355 UT RHC English hour from 
Bauta site, S=9 or -67dBm signal strength in eastern Brazil Kiwi rx 
remotedly. Bauta TX switched OFF at 0001:45 UT exact, before some 
seconds of Spanish language service heard on that channel.** When 
11880 be on, certainly not tiny and poor here (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

Surely all three are Grimesland B 
site NC. Believe no others active during this hour (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR)

always in the A-seasons instead of 13820 in the B-seasons: for no 
particular reason but always catching the DentroCuban Jamming Command 
off guard, still jamming the old frequency against nothing but no jam 
audible on the L&C new one.

xx EGYPT. 9869.76, March 29 at 1956-1957* music and off, presumably 
end of Russian hour from R. Cairo as now scheduled, signature 
offfrequenciness, into UTwente (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*k EGYPT. 9440, March 29 at 2223 direct, JBA carrier, hard to believe 
it’s Cairo in English direct but nothing else is registered A22 in 
HFCC at 2115-2245, nor as copied in Aoki. Cairo had been reported 
March 27 on 9440, but not March 28. 


9900 however has two weak signals, one about 9899.8 typical of Cairo 
and the other in Chinese. Then via UTwente at 2235, Cairo is 
definitely on 9899.759, customarily just barely modulated at S9+45. 
But in A-22, °°9900°° is now allegedly for Portuguese at 2215-2330; 
AFAIK the S American services had not made a comeback on whatever 
frequencies: Arabic 2330-0045 on 9885 but unchecked; Spanish 0045-0200 
on 9890.

Nothing from 
Cairo is scheduled at 16-17. 9410 is a legacy BBC GOS/WS frequency, 
once exclusively English from UK only. Now in use most of the day in 
variety of languages and sites, English at 15-16 via Oman, but I could 
not detect it under Cairo blob. USAGM and China are also on 9410 at 
times (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx GERMANY. 15690+, March 27 at 1451, algo audibly off-frequency-plus. 
Only A-22 is USAGM in Farsi via Biblis, i.e. R. Farda. Too big a hurry 
to measure exactly. What in the world is going on with USAGM 
engineering standards? More and more sites don't, won't or can't hit 
near-exact frequencies within a few Hz. 


15640, Lampertheim does better, March 27 at 1452, S9/S7 with flutter, 
SW Asian language not off-frequency. Listed as Pst, presumably Pashto, 
one of the Afghanistan-area surrogates (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk GREECE. 9420, March 30 at 0339-0416+, great music selexion from 
VOG, tune after tune seguéd but no announcements; some instrumental, 
some vocal, some Greek, some not, e.g. Cuban rhythm at 0349, no 
pauses. 0401 Greek timecheck as ‘‘UTC: tessera’’, ID *‘Edho Athina, I 
Foni tis Hellados** and back to music. Good reception direct thru 
interior longwire during storm, with selective fading to brand this as 


via *‘the dynamic medium of international shortwave, between the AM 
and FM bands**. On what may be ERT’s penultimate day on the air 
forever. Is there anything definite about the proposed closure as of 
March 31? Hasten to hear it while we can (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x GUADELOUPE. 7190 LSB, March 27 at 0636, TO3Z with contest contacts, 
call clearly copied fonetikaly. Where in the world? QRZ.com shows: 


*“*T022C Guadeloupe flag Guadeloupe, alias for: TO3Z. Gildas Le 
Cloitre, F6HMQ, 6 Allee Du Petit Chene, 77380 Combs-La-Ville, 
Guadeloupe’ ° 


As Saul Broudy explains on the WOR iog to my Belize log, 

““Hi Glenn, No need to guess which contest: it's all on WA7BNM's

It's the CQ WPX Contest (SSB version; CW & RTTY are held on other 
weekends).

WRTH says IntelSat], 
parstoday.com/en and see website for mobile phone info; contact info 
including P O Box 19395-6767, Tehran, asking for reports about audio 
quality. But then at 2010 music and another program, ‘In the 
Limelight’ all about Trump's opaque fundraising, $108 million in the 
“Save America’ PAC; cites Guardian, UK, and may be quoting it 
directly; with music sounders --- but 9855 cut off air in progress at 
2020.6x --- well, yes, it is time to quit their strange 20-20 hour, 
but a certain lack of codrdination between studio and Sirjan!

11530, March 29 at 1431, heavy music, S9/+10, 
presumably the Turkish jammer rather than target Dengé Welat which I 
cannot also detect; nothing on 11540 now where both of them had stuck 
for some time, nor on DW's other channel 9525 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

502. 0, that’s because as in EiBi, ‘MZ’ is a S Asian language, so in 
WRTH it’s Mizo, page 499 under, where else? Thailand (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, WOR) 


*xx MEXICO. 28171 CW, March 27 at 2213-2219, only one beacon audible on 
10m, but good sporadic-E signal, despite doldrums of March, Es MUF 
commonly 70+ MHz on DXMAPs. The autokeying is strange, too compressed 
without enough space between letters. Finally I copy it as 3 short 
dashes, then XE1FAS/ B EKO9VB with a big pause before the B. QRZ.com:

As on sked, 
for Monday 7-8 pm local, this hour total relay of BBC, and far better 
than any BBC frequency of its own to here, $9+10/20, by far the 25m 
SSOB. Yet unseems // 7345 which is BBC Ascension (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


*x OKLAHOMA. 341 MCW kHz, March 30 at 0640, whoopee! Enid’s own and 
only ND beacon, EI at Woodring Airport, is back on after long absence. 
Still at 1757, ID every 8 seconds. I've been checking for it every 
night and sometimes day. Meanwhile, noise level permitting, OIN in 
Oberlin KS has been heard on 341: and often also audible along with 
El. 


Last time I logged EI was August 1, 2021; and first time reported 
missing, August 9. Since then there have been a few scattered reports 
by others alleging they heard it.

Nothing from USA beyond 4980 & 5010 WRMIs. 4940 Fuerza de Paz is VG; 
4885 Brasils, and nothing more exotic (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx ROMANIA. 9700, March 29 at 0625, German closing with schedule and 
satellite parameters, RRI IS and off; S6/S8 with flutter, so Turkey is 
no longer here since B-21 ended. Nor is Cuba, but New Zealand is 
reported active after 0700 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx RUSSIA. 9996 CW, March 24 at 0641, secondly timepips, prolonged 


marker at top of each minute. Obviously RWM Taldom on signature 
channel, agreeing closely with WWV/H, sorry (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x*x RUSSTA [non]. 9370, March 25 1936, R. Svoboda relay in Russian, via 
Armenia? good into UTwente but het from weak carrier on 9372, jamming? 
Nonesuch at 1956 into Izhevsk, Russia SDR, VG S9+15 and no het (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx RUSSIA [non]. 9370, March 26 at 1919 and later chex, NO signal from 
the new R. Svoboda relay, checked both via UTwente and Izhevsk, Russia 
SDRs. What happened? This was a Shortwaves-for-Freedom project via 
secret site, believed Armenia. An anomaly or gone for good? Need to 
keep checking, also the 18-19 hour on MW 1395 definitely Armenia, 
q.v.: 1395 is still on March 27 before and after 1900, but 9370 is 
again absent into Russian SDRs after 1900 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) See 
also USA: WRMI: 7780 


xx RUSSIA [non]. A few minutes after my last report was dispatched, I 
check 9370 one more time via Pskov, Russia, remote, at 1959 March 27 
and now it’s on VG, just in time to hear it closing and off 2000*. At 
beginning of 1900 hour and various times amid, I never heard it, but 
Richard Langley replies: 


“*Glenn: On 26 March, Radio Svoboda on 9370 kHz was on the air before

The 
reason for switch from 7780 to 7730 on the 44-degree antenna is that 
the 17th! harmonic of 7.78 MHz on 132.26 MHz was interfering with 
aeronautical communications east of WRMI. Now the 17th harmonic of 
7.73 MHz on 131.41 MHz is not to be a problem (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

cases somewhat overmodulated, distorted. But no jamming or other QRM. 
Gavar, Armenia, site? We still don’t know for sure (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


*x*x RUSSTA [non]. 1395, March 30 at 1836, the 18-19 UT R. Svoboda relay 
in Russian via ARMENIA is still going at this check, good S7/S9 into 
Tambov, Russia SDR, but with splash from adjacent 1386 stronger S9+15 
relay of same via closer LITHUANIA (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x*x RUSSTA [non]. 9370, March 30 at 1911, the 19-20 UT R. Svoboda relay 
via secret site, Armenia? is reconfirmed, S9+15 into Bryansk, Russia 
SDR. No jamming but above some CCI? or rather voice-over translation 
-- something which should be avoided on SW -- once established as such 
for a few seconds. Still nothing about this in HFCC or Aoki. Left on 
in background for rest of hour until 2000* and did not notice any 
breaks (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx SPAIN. 7158 LSB, March 26 at 0710, ED1R calling CQ Contest. The 40m 
band is crammed with phone stations tnx to some contest. QRZ.com: 
*““EDIR Spain flag Spain, Papa3 Contest Club, SPANISH CONTEST STATION, 
AVILA, Spain. => ( SSB - CW —- RTTY ), ITU 37 - CQ 14 - Loc IN7Oou -

Ex-12030, now 15520 to ME is S9/+10 at 1454, a valuable alternative 
off the back if 17855 be MUFing out; yet HFCC has 15520 at 1730-2200 
M-F only: that can’t be correct. REE’s own sked shows 15520 until 2200 
Sat & Sun, until 2300 M-F (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

I’m not familiar with it and 
wonder if and when The Met performed it? Wikipedia mentions no 
performances in America, just western Europe except for a recording by 
the Kirov Opera, Leningrad. Unfortunately, very little of the music is 
heard during the REE interviews.

At 0014 March 26, I find 5960 is still on! in spurious German hour, 
S$9+30/40 into UTwente. Something’s always erroneous at Emirler. I 
leave it on underneath AAAWWW. 0044 ‘Feeling Supreme’ theme; 0053 
completes full German hour and into IS, but off by 0058, uncovering 
EAST TURKISTAN, land of imperialist Han ChiCom genocide against 
Uighurs and other Moslems; 0100 timesignal arriving 2 seconds late, 
enthusiastic vocal NA and apparently some crowd event (Glenn Hauser,

9830, March 27 at 2209, VOT English has made the big A22 
switch to here, ex 5960 an hour later. Huge RTTY QRM from USN Puerto 
Rico about which TRT does not give a damn, year after year. However, I 
can almost eliminate it by LSB tuning and bandwidth less than 3.0 kHz, 
not something every listener is willing or able to do. Furthermore, 
VOT itself is undermodulated today tho reading S9+20/25 and not sure 
if that include the RTTY signal, Something’s always erroneous at

15375.000, March 28 at 1525, algo weak and right on 
frequency compared to 15000.000 WWV. Must be TRT, only thing on 15375 
at any time, 1300-1600 in HFCC A22; contrary to my March 27 
measurement on 15375.733, which I should have pointed out was exactly 
the same offset previous days above 11815. Something's not erroneous 
at Emirler (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx TURKEY. 9875.003, March 28 at 2112, VOT English on incredibly 
accurate new frequency for Europe from 2030, something about dioramas, 
$9+25 into UTwente, but transmitter break during music 2117*-*2119. 
Something's always erroneous at Emirler. I was looking for Cairo, see 
EGYPT. 


9830, March 28 at 2210, now I’m checking direct reception of next 
retimed English broadcast, for us, no RTTY now but only S5/S9; 2212 
“Feeling Supreme’ with a very different subtitle which sounds like 
“Health Life’, and it’s yet another repeat about natural remedies as 
sleep aids including cherry pie -- yum! 2220 next feature is the one 
about dioramas, called ‘New Day, New Choices’ (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk TURKEY. 9540.029, March 29 at 1437, S6/S9 of YL in Arabic, 
repeatedly mentioning ©*‘Arabiya’*. It’s TRT as now scheduled this hour 
only, 500 kW at 110 degrees, yet arriving well off the back to here, 
doubt long-path. Something's always erroneous at Emirler (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) See also KURDISTAN [non] 


*xk TURKEY. 9880.029, March 29 at 1958, VOT in French, S9+25/30 into 
UTwente. Something’s always erroneous at Emirler. 


9830.021, March 29 at 2224, VOT English direct is only S6/S8, 
undermodulated but no RTTY; at 2236 via UTwente when measured, very 
undermodulated in ‘Did You Know That’ feature about a museum with 
virtual tours. Something's always erroneous at Emirler (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, WOR) 


xx TURKEY. 9830, March 30 at 2204, nothing but RTTY audible direct, no 
VOT English even switching to LSB only. Not checking UTwente until 
2251, only S8/S9 of Chinese on 9830.004, i.e. CNR1 Beijing 572 site at 
2025-0100, not a jammer. Something's always erroneous at Emirler 


(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx TURKS & CAICOS ISLANDS. 7225-LSB, March 27 at 0634, VP5P with 
contest contacts; I notice that on 40m, most of them are crammed below 
7200 even tho Region 2 goes up to 7300. Only to be avoided is 7255 
area of VONigeria. QRZ.com:

(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx UKRAINE [non]. 7780, March 27 at 0500, Ukrainian Radio relay via 
WRMI after brief Uk language opening, right into English ‘Ukraine 
Security Issues’, very well-done newscast with stingers, axualities 
and a new YL anchor who speaks less rapidly and more understandably 
than the previous OM. Lasts until 0512, back to UU.

*k US A. 329 MCW kHz, March 25 at 0648, PMV, 25-watt ND beacon at 
Plattsmouth, Nebraska, among very few detectable now (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, WOR) 


*xk US A. WORLD OF RADIO 2130 monitoring: confirmed UT Thursday March 
24 at 0030 on WRMIs: 9395, S9+15 into Maryland SDR while 9455 is JBA 
S7 in noise level. But at Missouri SDR, 9395 is S9+30, and 9455 is 
almost as good, S9+20. How to explain disparity of supposedly 
identical parameters, 100 kWs at 355 degrees? Maybe radically 
different antennas with tighter beam on the lower one. 


Also confirmed UT Thursday March 24 at 0130 on WRMI 5010, S9+5/20 into 
TWR Bonaire SDR. Yes, this mostly missing Kiwi is back online at the 
moment! It defaults to 800 kHz, so TWR people can listen to their own 
PJB station, but when running on SW it’s better than anything else in 
the Caribbean area. 


A few minutes too late to confirm, I spot an additional WOR airing now 
on the WRMI skedgrid: UT Thursday at 0130 on 9395.
